Dunn made a_ decisive: point 
against the pending Metropolitan elevated 
express ordinance on Thursday at the 
} meeting of the local transportation ¢om- 
mittee. The ordinance proposes to give’ 
the company the right to éarry express. 
matter—or general merchandise—during’ 
the rest of its fifty year grant, that is, 
unti! 1042. If it passes, the other elevated 
companies will ask for like privileges. 
Ald. Dunn urged that it is impossible to 
foresee what the conditions of elevated 
railway traffic will be ten years henée, 
and that, therefore, no fixed grant of this 
sort should be made for more than five 
or ten years. The committee practically 
ignored the point, and even recommended 
that, when the ordinance comes up as a 
special order tonight, it be amended so as 
to extend its privileges to the Elgin and 
Aurora line. 

Ald. Dunn’s contention was sound. It 
should be heeded in the council. When 


| the first steam railways of the world 


were built in England in the thirties they 
were used to an overwhe:ming extent for 
passenger as against freight traffic. Bven 


‘in the early forties three-fourths of the 


receipts came from pussenger traffic, and 
on some lines only a fifth or a sixth came 
from freight. A decade later freight re- 
ceipts had increased to more than half 
the total. They are much more than half 
today. In this country a still larger pro- 
portion of steam road business ¢onsists 
in the carriage of freight. The express 
business on the elevated lines, when once 
inaugurated, may likewise have a wholly 
unexpected development. The city should 
not, for any considerable period of time, 
so tie its hands that it cannot exercise 
absolute control over such development. 
Many persons apprehend that | if the 
carriage of express matter is once al- 
lowed. on the elevated line it will cause 
serious interference with the primary bus- 
iness for which these lines were allowed 
to be bullt—namely: the carriage of pas- 
sengers. Nor is this apprehension wholly 
idle. Other persons insist that Chicago 
may not wish to have .its general appear- 
ance disfigured and its pleasantness 
marred for forty years to come. by the 
existence of elevated lines. They: believe 
that some alternative and improved plan 
of travel will be available. They hold, 
therefore, that no new long time rights 
should be unnecessarily conceded: to the 
elevated companies which might intrench 
the latter in resisting demands for im- 
provements. during the latter portion of 
their fifty year franchise periods.. These 
considerations are important, and they are 


enforced by painful traction lessons. 


To begin the express business on the 
evated lines will call for almost no new 
estment in fixed plant. No long time 
grant is thus justified. Ald. Dunn’s limit 
is ample. The companies have no right to 
demand more. To exceed it would be in- 
judicious from the public standpoint. ‘The 
surface traction interests—now that they 
are disarmed of the ninety-nine year club 
—are asspnting to a tenure revocable at 
any ‘time. If ‘the Métropvlitan company 
spurns the ten year express grant let it 
have one on a tenure reyocable at will.

THE RESTAURANT ORDINANCE. 

The packing houses should be in proper 
hygienic and sanitary condition. It would 
he illogical for the sanitary inspector to con- 
fine his attention to the packing houses. He 
should follow the products to the restau- 
rants where so large a proportion of Chicago 
workers get their week day meals and see 
that the meats and other foodstuffs are 

prepared for the table in cleanly eee poems 
by neat handed cooks. 

This will be attended to if the council 
shall pass an ordinance which the commis- 
sioner of health hae drafted. It empowers 
his department to exact cleanliness in res- 
taurants and to prevent the sale of unwhole- 
some food in them. 

No novel has been written professing to 
iny bare the horrifying conditions which ob- 
tain in the kitchens of Ohicago restaurants. 
No commissioners have been sent here from 
Washington to investigate. No one sided 
reports calculated to shake public confidence 
and irjure the great restaurant industry of 
Chicago have. been given out. For all that 
customers know, these places aré pinks of 
purity and need no inspection. — - 

Nevertheless, the ordigance which has 
been mentioned is a, proper one and should 
be passed. Doubtless there are here and 
there restaurants with kitchens which arein 
such condition that patrons would lose their 
appetites if they had a glimpse of what went 
on behind the scenes. 

No impossible standards of deduticens or 
sanitation should be set up at the stock- 
yards or elsewhere, but. it. must be ad- 
mitted that there has been toe little inspet- 
tion of foodstuffs and the places where they 
are prepared. If there had been more, the 
packers would have made years ago the 
charges they are making now, and there 
would have been no stockyards sensation. 
There are other places where a little timely 
inspection may head off a small scandal. 
The fact that the inspection of restaurants 
is asked for may make consumers unduly 
pervous. If they shall have fears nothing 
ean dispel them so quickly as the passage 
of an ordinance to enforce cleanliness and 
prevent the sale of unwholesome food.

PURE FOOD. . 

Just what kind of a pure food bill will 
emerge from the conference committee is 
guesswork. The prospect is that the con- 
ferees will agree on something before ad- 
journment, for there fs a manifest popular 
demand for legislation, and when there is 
ench a demand congress usually bows to it. 
So much has been said about adulterated 
and polsomous food that senators and rep- 
resertatives do not relish the thought of 
facing consti ts who have come to be- 
Meve that death or deception is lurking in 
every can of foodstuffs they buy. 

The bill which the senate passed isbetter 
in some respects than the house measure, 
but there will be no general grief if the 
latter shall become law. The manufactur- 
ers of “straight ” whisky will deplore the 
absence- of the provision leveled at the 
“blended” whisky of, the rectifiers which 
was in the senate bill. A dispute between 
rival whisky manufacturers excites no in- 
terest amnong those who do net drink, and 
little among those who do. The difference 
of opinion. between the two houses shows 
that the rectifiers had more influence in the 
house than in the senate; or that senators 
are more anxious that the whisky they drink 
shall be of the best quality than representa- 


‘tives are. 


Seme of the worst amendments which 
were pressed in the house were defeated. 
The proprietary medicine men will not be 
allowed to put even the smallest quantity 
of opium into their preparatione without 
giving notice to the purchaser. The house 
bill at one time provided that there should 
be stated on ‘the outside of a package the 
quantity of the contents in terms of weight 
or measure. The manufacturers insisted 
that it was impossible to put up packages of 
uniform weight or measure, and the pro- 
vision was stricken out.. Their influence 
was sufficient to defeat an amendment that 
the quantity of contents should be stated 
approximately. The bill provides that if 
the manufacturer sete ont the weight or 
measure on the label the contents must con- 
form te the description. If he says a can 
holds. a quart it must hold a quart. There- 
fore he will say nothing. Labels will not 
give the information they ought to amd’ the 
customer will not know how much heis buy- 
ing. The law should require the approxi- 
mate quantity of contents to be stated. 

A passable law will be better than no 
law. Its enactment will be equivalent to 
taking that first step, which is the. most 
difficult. A law free from radical defects 
wil' be of such manifest value to consumers 
that they will insist upon legislation which 
sbali be free from defects of any kind. They 
will get it ultimately, in spite of the open 
or secret opposition of the interests whose 
illicit profits will be decreased by it.

One branch of the Seton family, which has 
been settied for near 200 years in America, 
figured both in the war of independence and 
in the civil war, while perhaps the best known 
of ite members is Archbishop Seton, now res- 
ident in Rome, but long connected with: the 
Roman Catholic church interests in New 
Jersey, and celebrated as a genealogist and 
as one of the most erudite and accomplished 
pe ot of the United States.

The present Lord Eglinton is the fifteenth 
earl of his line and is a younger son of that 
thirteenth earl who is famous as the or- 
ganizer of the Eglinton tournament which 
was held at Eglinton castle seventy years 
ago, and in which not only the earl himeeif 
and many other peers of high degree took 
part, but also Prince Louls Bonaparte, who 
afterwards ascended the throne of France 
as Napoleon II. Lord Eglinton was un- 
doubtedly the most notable figure at the tour- 
nament in grace of bearing, in strength, 
and in agility, and whereas the other knights, 
by reason of the great weight of their ar- 


mor, had to be hoisted into their saddies like . 


so many raw recruite in an army riding 
school, the earl vaulted on to his steed, over 
sixteen hande high, without touching the 
stirrup, and ae lightly ae a feather, though 
his armor wae among the heaviest of those 
who took part in this historic pageant por- 
trayed by Lord Beaconsfield and other nov- 
elists, and which had been instituted for the 
purpose of showing the world a Mving pic- 
ture of old world chivairy, It is estimated 
that the affair cost him nearly half a mil- 
lion of dollars. . This, together with the splen- 
dor of his establishment when viceroy of 
Ireland, crippled for a time the resources 
of his successors. 

In spite of this, the present ear! is extreme- 
ly well off, owing to the fact that his pos- 
sessions are situated in one of the richest 
mineral districts of the united kingdom, and 
there is no ground for the popular impression 
that he is in straitened circumstances. This 
impression has arisen from the fact that 
whem his half brother and predecessor in-the 
family honore died without male issue he 
not only bequeathed everything that he pos- 
sibly could to his daughters and away from 
the title, but even left directions that all 
the jewels and family treasures not entafled 
as heirlooms should be sold by public ane 
‘tion for their benefit. 

It is owine to this that geme which had 
belonged to Mary queen of Scots, including 
six unique black pearls, which had been pre- 
sented by her to Mary Seton and had re- 
mained ever since then among the most treas- 
ured possessions of the Seton and Mont- 
gomery families, came into the market, and 
were purchased at auction by Lady Maple, 
wife of the retail furnfture-on-the-instal!- 

ment-plan man in London, and subsequently 
figured on her massive bosom at the’court at 
which she was presented as wife of a-member 
of parliament. :

The presert earl cruelly resented this ac- 
tion on the part of his half brother and pred- 
eceesor, the fourteenth lord, and it has con- 
tributed not a little to deprive him of that 
infectious gayety and geniality which was 
so marked a characteristic of his gallant 
father. It was the latter, by the bye, who 
established the steamship service between 
Gatway and America in the first half of the 
nineteenth century, a line which would be 
in existence today had it not been for mis- 
management after his death. 

Lord Eglinton hae had no end of trouble in 
connection with claimants to his honors and 
estates, and has been put to no little expense 
in connection with the defense of his rights. 
Among the most notable claimants has been 
aman of the name of William T. Fulton. 
Then there is a George Seton Anderson, con- 
nected with one of the great. shipping houses 
at Liverpool, while a third claimant is one 
of the veterans of the charge of the light 
brigade at Balaklava. 

George Seton Anderson's claim, however, 
is aimed not at the earldom of Eglinton but 
against the earldom of Winton, which is one 
of the inherited honors of the present Lord 
Egtinton. This earldom of Winton came into 
his familly through his father, the thirteenth 
Lord Eglinton, who was able to prove to 
the satisfaction of the crown and of the 
committee of privileges of the house of lords 
that he was @ from the first Earl 
Winton and was heir to his honors. .He 
based hie successful claim on the fact that 
the fifth earl of Winton died without issue. 
This fifth Lord Winton was implicated in 
the Jacobite rising in the early portion of 
the eighteenth century and was incarcerated 
jin the tower of London, from which he man- 
aged to effect his escape, seeking refuge at 
Rome, where he died towards the close of 
the century in question.

.Now, there hae always been a question as 


'to whether he left any legitimate issue. So 


far, no proof, valid inlaw, has been produced 
to show that he even married. But there are 
all sorts of stories in existence, according to 
some of which he married in Italy and left 
issue there, while, according to others, he 
made frequent visits to Scotland, under the 
name of Seton, and married there. If he 
left children, either of the male or of the fe- 
male sex, their descendants would heve 
rights prior to those of Lord Eglinton to 
the earldom of Winton, which, being an an- 
client Scottish honor, can be inherited by 
women as well as men. 

The entire question rests upon the point as 
to whether he did or did not marry, and to 
this day the search is being pursued for in- 
formation about the matter not only by 
Scotch and English people but aleo by Amer- 
icans, among them being, I understand, 
George Seton-Thompson, the writer of an- 
imal stories. 

There are few Scotch peers who unite more 
honore than Lord Eglinton, who combines 
in his person the lines of no less than four 


} great houses—namely: the Montgomerys of 


Eagiegham, the Eglintone of Eglinton, the 
Barclays of Ardrossan, and the Setons, one 
of whose ancestors married the si¢ter of 
King Robert Bruce. One of the Montgom- 
erys figures in the ballad of Chevy Chase as 

“the courteous night” who took “ The 

Percy” prisoner, and in Eglinton castle is 
etfll preserved the battleax which Sir Hugh 
Montgomery wrested on that occasion from |. 
Ahe hand of the gallant Hotspur. The eari- 


dom of Bglinton dates back to 1507, while
